76. (New) The system of claim 75, wherein the permit requirements stored in the 
centralized database cover a plurality of regulatory program areas/for a subject item of a 
regulated entity and the centralized database generates multi-pcogram permits output via the 
user interface. / 

77. (New) The system of claim 73, wherein the regulatory information stored in the 
centralized database includes inspection checklist informfation for a subject item of a regulated 
entity. / 

78. (New) The system of claim 77, wherek/ the inspection checklist information stored in 
the centralized database covers a plurality of regulatory program areas for a subject item of a 
regulated entity and the centralized database generates multi-program inspection checklists 
output via the user interface. / 

79. (New) The system of claim 78, wherein the regulatory information stored in the 
centralized database includes reports provided from regulated entities to departments of the 
regulatory agency, and wherein the imports are entered into the database via the user interface. 

80. (New) The system or claim 73, wherein the regulatory information stored in the 
centralized database includes reports provided from departments of the regulatory agency to
